Her Little Son Rushes for Aid 


but Returns to Find 


Mother Dead 


NORFOLK, 
Va., 
Sep. 
10. Mrs. 


Mary Lawless Rorschach, wife of En- 
sign Frank Rorschach, U. S. N., and 
sister of Joseph T. Lawless,, former 
Secretary of the commonwealth of 
Virginia, was murdered in her home, 
No. 834 Park avenue, Portsmouth, by 
an unknown burglar early today. She 
was shot through the heart with her 
own pistol, taken from her by/ the 
burglar after she had fired twice upon 
him through an open door leading to 
the kitchen where- he was cornered. 


Whether the murderer .was a negro 


or white man is unknown. He 
es- 


caped, dropping the pistol as he fled 
from the house.

Mrs. Rorschach's husband is 


on the cruiser Tennessee with Admiral 
Evans' fleet off 
Provinceton, 
Mass.

went when they caught the scent. 


While Mrs. Rotschach had a lamp 


In her hand,' the burglar was in the 
kitchen in the dark. 
She evidently 


heard the man. and fired in his di- 
rection. Both" bullets fired by the wo- 
man were found in the wall of the 
kitchen. 


Her Money tTntoiiched 


Mrs. 
Rorschach had her money tisd 


in a roll and hanging around her 
neck. She ran down the back streets 
and was found dying, with her head 
lying on the-.second step. The pistol 
had been fired close to her left breast. 
Three chambers were empty 
Her 


money and jewelry were untouched. 


Mrs. Rorscfoach has. a . handsome 


woman, about 26 years old, and was 
one of the most accomplished musi- 
cians in Virginia. 


Ensign Rorscach was formerly of 


Kansas, but was appointed 
to

navy from Virginia. 


Thomas Archer, a mulatto, was ar- 


rested in bed at his home in Ports- 
mouth as a suspect. He was seen to 
enter his house 45 minutes after the 
murder.

the defondan corporation, was present 
to advise the witness, and at one stage* 
of the proceeding informed him that 
he need not answer a searching ques- 
tion put by Mr. Hutchinson as 
to 


the sale price of the 
Philadelphia 


plant. Mr. Spreckels, who is nearing 
his SOth year, was supported during 
the examination by his son, John D. 
Spreckels. 


flfhe aged 
millionaire 
frequently 


pleaded failing memory when ques- 
tions of detail were put to.him, and 
he gi-cw ffrttable -When these' were 
pressed, 


'Why do you want to bother me? I 


have already told you I can't remem- 
ber," was a remonstrance he voiced 
several times; and once he was 
so 


annoyed by the reiteration of a query 
that he rose in the witness chair as 
though with Intent to end the inquisi- 
tion by departure. 


Sale of Refinery 


Mr. Spreckels said it was about IS 


years ago that he sold his Philadel- 
phia refinery to the trust. 
He could 


.not recollect with whom he .negotiated 
the sale,,but he knew it was not with 
Mr. Havemeyer, Mr. Searls or John 
E. Parsons. 


Mr. Hutchinson asked point-blank 


how much Mr. Spreckels .was paid for 
the plant, but Mrf Morrison instructed 
him he .need not teli, and he did not. 


Mr.' Hutchinson asked: 
"At 
the 


time -you carried on the negotiations, 
which resulted in .the sale of your 
Philadelphia plant and the formation 
of the Western Sugar Refining: Com- 
pany, • was there any agreement that 
you would not build another refinery 
in the east?"

There 
is more money in the country than we 
believe, but it 'is being withheld from 
free circulation because of some ap- 
parent 1'ear or apprehension. I thjnk 
securities have gKi.ne very much below 
what they should- have gone under 
any circumstances."

City Health Officer Walker yester- 


day, in. speaking of the discussion of 
health measures advocated by him in 
the report he submitted Monday even- 
ing to the City Council, remarked, 
yesterday that he was gratified and 
somewhat surprised to find that his 
recommendations had met with so 
much favor in the council and .-with 
the public generally. 


He desired to correct the impres- 


sion Mowever that the 
14 eases of 


diphtheria in the month of August 
all were fatal. 
Only one death re- 


sulted, but the Doctor was neverthe- 
less disposed to consider, the situa- 
tion, as 
one " requiring ctfre. 


Diphtheria Prom Outside 


"A great many 'of the cnses- were 


traced back," said the Doctor, "and 
found to have been brought into the 
city from other localities—This em- 
rha.sises the need for thorough and 
efficient investigation into 
all 
sus- 


picious cases and, even after recovery 
seems complete, the greatest care is 
necessary in order that the patient 
may not convey the disease to others. 
Ton- may examine the 
membranes 


of a diphthcretic patient as closely 
!is possible .and they 
may 
appear 


sound and healthy, but still; if you 
will make a bacteriologica-1 test of the 
fluid swabbed thererfom, it will often 
be found to be swarming with germs. 
My actions in imposing quarantine 
are often made the basis, of protest 
by people who think 'they should be 
allowed :to go out as soon as they 
feel well enough to do so, but I must, 
in the interest of .the public health, 
.'.eep them quarantined as long as 
they would wish me to keep their 
neighbors cooped up, .if the diseais 
were next door."'

Speaking of milk tests. Dr. Walkjr 


sairl: 
"The. milk tests I referred to 


in the report are meant to be thorough 
bacteriological tests, not merely tests 
for the purpose of determining the 
fc.Td value or richness of the milk, 
arid not entirely for the purpose of 
detecting the" presence of formalde- 
hyde or boric acid used as preserva- 
tives.. This 
sort of a 
test is good 


-enough and should be mkde regularly 
and strieUy. . But-thjs tests referred 
to is the 
closc-r 
microscopical and 


chemical one, 
accompanied 
by the 


use of cultures and all the machinery 
of germ analysis and detection. We 
need a close, searching analysis, onj 
that we. can rely .on to back us Up 
when we get ready^-to begin calling, 
the inilkmeh";S&,jtirne'':'when"We.';.. find 
t'.ioy are sellii}'g.!'disease-laden: milk.
